GRADS. SUBJECTQUOTE SELECTED TOPICS IN COMPARATIVE POLI- 
TICS: THE POLITICS OP LATIN AMERICAN REGIONALISM UNQUOTE. 

A COMPARATIVE ANALYSIS OF POLITICAL FORCES AND PROCESSES 
THAT SHAPE MOVEMENTS TOWARD REGIONAL INTEGRATION IN LATIN 
AMERICA. COURSE WILL STRESS THE IMPLICATIONS FOR U.S.- 
LATIN AMERICAN RELATIONS OP SUCH MOVEMENTS AS THE

UNQUOTE. ANALYSIS OP THE RESOURCES AND INSTITUTIONS OP 
THE LATIN AMERICAN ECONOMIES INCLUDING APPRAISAL OF THEIR 
PROSPECT EOR DEVELOPMENT UNDER THE VARIOUS INTEGRATION 
REPORTS SUCH AS THE ANDEAN GROUP, THE CENTRAL AMERICAN

- C. THE LAW SCHOOL WILL INVITE THE SCHOLAR TO ADDRESS 

ITS SEMINAR ON INTERNATIONAL LAW AND DEPT OP ECONOMICS WIL 
INVITE HIM TO GIVE PUBLIC LECTURES ON THE ECONOMIC SITUA- 
TION IN LATIN AMERICA. SCHOLAR WILL NOT ONLY CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE UNIVERSITY'S TEACHING PROGRAM (ABOVE COURSES HAVE
